HOW IT WORKS 


The outer frame with plug holes is stationary. The inner 
dial marked with numbers indicating minutes revolves. 

The hand or pointer is attached to the inner dial and 
revolves with the inner dial (relative position of hand to 
number on dial always remains the same.) 


HOW TO WORK IT 


Number each of your process kettles and see that you have 
a similarly numbered plug for each kettle. 

Place a plug (with number on it corresponding with number 
on a process kettle which is'ready to be timed) in the hole on

Crop scares have been coming thick and fast of late. 
We have been treated during the past week to terri- 
ble tales about the damage done by the rains to Cal- 
ifornia fruits, and now comes one to the effect that 
the prolonged winter in the section of the country 
from which Baltimore packers get their green peas 
for canning may put the crop so far back that it will 


strike the dry season before it has a chance to get 
anywhere at all. The quietest of all the crop sharps 
this year is the peach prophet, who so far has had 
very little to say.

THE CANNER is able ‘to state that the promoters 
of the plan to combine a large number of pea can- 
neries in Wisconsin have abandoned their original 
idea. Instead of buying up a dozen or more of the 
leading pea-packing concerns in that state, it is said 
now that only a few will be taken over. The com- 
pany, we are informed authoritatively, will be formed, 
probably under the name of the Wisconsin Pea Can- 
ners’ Company, and it is the intention to purchase 
the business of a few of the larger concerns,

A canned goods dating bill was given its quietus in 
the Pennsylvania Legislature a short time since. It 
received scant consideration from the Solons of the 
old Keystone state, gentlemen who are “on” to such 
brilliant propositions as the stamping of cans with 
the date of packing. A similar bill is pending in the 
Illinois legislature and may be called out of commit- 
tee this week. As the members of the Illinois legis- 
lature may not be as wise as their Pennsylvania col- 
leagues, it will do no harm to promptly send them 
your protest against the passage of what is known as 
the McNally bill.

It does not appear from the reports made by the 
commercial agencies that Wall street’s troubles have 
impaired confidence in the industrial outlook. Com- 
mercial conditions reflect sustained strength and fur- 
ther progress appears in the expansion of activity 
which usually marks the approach of spring. Brad- 
street’s weekly review States: “Spring business has 
further expanded, jobbing operations being maintained 
at a volume equal to or exceéding last year, while 
retail trade has felt the stimulus of the approach of 
Easter and the appearance of spring like weather.” 
Dun’s weekly review says: “Spring trade is making 
a most satisfactory comparison with the volume at 
this time last year, and mercantile collections improve 
steadily despite the high money market. Leading in- 
dustries have orders covering production well into 
the future, especially cotton factories and steel mills, 
while the output of pig iron when the month opened 
was close to the largest on record.” Dun’s report on 
business conditions in the Chicago district says that 
“Marketing of farm products again is notably heavy, 
and this makes a wider circulation of money, while 
the offerings of freight are the greatest ever known 
and transportation earnings steadily exceed the rec- 
ord made by Chicago roads a year ago.”

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Adulteration Evil Exaggerated. 


of Health, Albert C. Leach, has written an 

# instructive article in regard to food adultera- 

tion. Analyst Leach says that an exagger- 

ated impression seems to prevail concerning its char- 

acter and extent. To quote a portion of his article, 

“The popular belief is that nearly everything we eat 

and drink is subject to gross adulteration, the effect 

of which is very disastrous to the public health, being 

largely responsible for the widespread indigestion so 
common in this country. 

“\ moment’s reflection,” continues Prof. Leach, 
“will show that actual adulteration is confined to a 
yery snail portion of our food supply, since the staple 
articles on which we most depend, and which we con- 
sume in largest quantities, such as cereals, fruits, 
vegetables, eggs, and fresh meats, are from their 
nature rarely subject to adulteration. It is the less 
important classes of prepared foods, canned goods, 


ri: analyst of the Massachusetts State Board 


condiments, spices, that we find most liable to sophis- 
tication, and of -these we eat comparatively small 
amounts in the aggregate.” 

Professor Leach has stated in the above a truth 
that has long been apparent to everybody familiar 
with the subject of food manufacture. There has 
been the grossest sort of exaggeration, and the worst 
part of it is that much of it has been entirely willful. 

Of all classes of manufactured foods, canned goods 
have always been among the purest. Few food prod- 
ucts have been, during all the time food reform has 
been advocated, as perfectly clean and free from any- 
thing in the nature of an adulterant as canned fruits 
and vegetables; in fact, canned goods of every de- 
scription, and it is gratifying to know that the con- 
suming public is becoming aware that the products 
of canning factories are not only absolutely without 
sophistication, but are packed under more sanitary 
conditions than prevail, as a rule, in plants in which 
other kinds of manufactured food products are put up. 





Respect for National Laws. 


HE rush on the part of all manufacturers and 
distributers affected to obtain information re- 
garding the new national pure food law, in 
order to as promptly as possible change their 
methods of manufacture, labels, etc., to meet the re- 


quirements of the statute, strikingly illustrates the 
wholesome respect which all classes feel for federal 
laws in comparison with the enactments of the state 
legislatures. The profound respect shown for the one 
and in many instances the almost complete lack of 
consideration for the other cannot have escaped the 
notice both of those whose duty it is to enforce the 
laws of the nation and of the states. The federal 
food law is respected by everybody, and there is the 
visible effort by all packers and shippers to so. pack 
and label their goods as to fully comply with every 
part of it, while it is only too well known that the 
food laws of a majority of the states are not respected 
by everybody, if we are to measure respect by the 
efforts made to comply with their requirements. 
There are a few states, a very few, in which the 
food laws are enforced strictly enough to command 


the respect of everybody. The majority of states hav- 
ing food laws on their statute books make only the 
tamest kind of effort to enforce them, while some 
make not even a pretense of enforcing them with any 
degree of real effectiveness. Laxity is the rule among 
state food officials. As stated, there are a very small 
number of exceptions, so small indeed that but scant 
attention is paid them by food manufacturers in gen- 
eral. State food laws as a whole have fallen far short 
of effecting the reforms they were intended and ex- 
pected to effect. In most instances the failure has 
been complete. 

There is, on the other hand, a deep-rooted convic- 
tion in the minds of all classes of people in this coun- 
try that Uncle Sam always means business; that when 
he issues a ruling it must be obeyed; that he will 
tolerate neither infractions of his laws nor efforts to 
evade them, and that “pull” is useless. It is realized 
that there is nothing to do but as the law says. It is 
the universal realization that those who violate our 
national laws will inevitably be punished, that there 
is no escape from paying the penalty prescribed that 
makes the acts of Congress respected by everybody. 











The Mooted Preservative Question. 

The fight over the proposed new Pennsylvania food 
law has concentrated upon the use of preservatives. 
All of the manufacturing, wholesale and retail inter- 
- ests have been harmonized in favor of the bill now 
before the legislature, and the sole opponent to any 
feature of it comes from the dairy and food depart- 
ment. The entire trade. manufacturers, of course, 
predominating, demand that the tise of harmless pre- 
servatives, such as benzoate of soda, should be legal- 
ized in quantities which could not render food injuri- 


ous to health. The department demands that the pres- 
ent law which forbids the use of all preservatives in 
any quantity be retained, and thus is the issue framed. 

The most potent answer to the department’s con- 
tention that the present Pennsylvania, food law affords 
the only righteous standard and should therefore be 
perpetuated, is the fact that the department itself, 
apparently from a sincere belief that the present 
standard is not righteous, has for months tacitly per- 
mitted the sale of food products preserved with ben- 
zoate of soda.—Philadelphia Grocery World.

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The scarcity in canned goods stocks this spring is 
not confined to the vegetable items, corn excepted. 
Fruits are in small supply and the new packings will 
arrive on markets very poorly stocked and ready to 
absorb a big production. Berries have moved out of 
frst hands, excepting odd lots scattered here and 
there, and small fruits are scarce, pears being rela- 
tively more plentiful than the other lines in the 
“small fruit” classification. California packers’ stocks 
of canned fruits have been low for several months 
ast, the condition in that state having reached a vir- 
tual clean-up. In Michigan the situation is similar 
to that existing in California, while in the Baltimore 
section of the country stocks are very badly used up. 

Distribution of canned fruits to the retail trade is 
going on steadily and in good volume, indicating that 
jobbers’ stocks, which as a rule are already very much 
reduced, will be badly in need of replenishment by 
the time the 1907 fruit pack is ready for shipment. 
The Chicago representative of a prominent Califor- 
nia fruit-canning interest has just completed a trip 
through the South, and reports finding the Southern 
jobbers lightly supplied with fruits. The United 
States market will be in shape to absorb an immense 
pack this year, and this fact renders the reports con- 
cerning the damage to California fruits all the more 
interesting. Fhere seems no reason to doubt that 
serious injury was done the apricot crop by the ex- 
cessive rains, while peaches, too, have suffered more 
or less damage. A number of reports, both by tele- 
graph and mail, have been received in Chicago within 
the week reviewed, telling of the bad effects of the 
rain on cots, which in places in the Santa Clara 
valley were battered and pelted so heavily that the 
blossoms were nearly all knocked off. The outlook for 
this variety of fruit, according to coast advices, which 
appear to have been fully corroborated, is very dis- 
couraging. Moorparks especially promise very 
poorly. 

Our advices from Baltimore show a slightly easier 
feeling in the spot No. 3 tomato market. There is no 
weakening in the market on No. 2 standards in Bal- 
timore, and this size is still held at 82%c to 85c per 
dozen, and No. tos are firm at $3.60. Comparison 
between the prices of 2s and 3s and Ios shows an in- 
teresting situation, for ordinarily 2s should be roc 
to 12c per dozen below the price of 3s. Figured, 

therefore, on a normal basis, standard 2s tomatoes 
should be 77%4e to 80c per dozen, and gallons should 


be $2.70 to $2.75. The market on 2s and Ios is 
therefore sufficient proof to show that tomatoes in 
these two sizes are very scarce indeed. 

While the spot market is, as stated above, slightly 
easier, there has been no weakening on futures. One 
authority there, commenting on futures, says that “A 
stronger undertone to the market for future tomatoes 
developed during the week, caused by the increased 
demand from all sections excepting the middle west, 
where they pack their own supplies. There has been 
no advance in the price of futures this week, and we 
do not at this writing anticipate higher prices, but 
the undertone to the market is stronger all along the 
line and they are worth close attention. Another Bal- 
timore authority notes a steady run of orders each 
day for futures, adding that “A number of packers 
are beginning to reach a point where they don’t want 
much more business.” 

A canvass to ascertain the quantity of corn unsold 
in first hands in Iowa (completed within the last ten 
days) is understood to have revealed that packers in 
that state still own 635,000 cases out of their total 
of 1.593,000 packed in 1906. The surplus is large 
for this time of year. The sales of futures by Iowa 
canners have amounted to very little to date. Some 
goods out of 1907 packing, we are informed, were 
sold at 52%c f. o. b. factory. 


Tomatoes— 


The prices at which spot standard No. 3 tomatoes 
are obtainable to-day, compared with quotations a 
week ago, show that an easier feeling has developed 
in the market for spot western standards. In our 
last issue we quoted spot tomatoes, f. 0. b. Chicago, 
at 97%c to $1.00 per dozen. They can be bought 
to-day at 95c delivered here. The change seems to 
be due to slack buying interest on the part of the 
jobbers, and anyway it is getting along in the season 
and there are packers who want to clean up. Stocks, 
however, in no part of the country are heavy, and 
with normal consumption the first-hand holdings of 
tomatoes ought to be entirely cleaned up before the 
1907 packing season opens. Spot No. 10 tomatoes 
are offered here at $3.65 per dozen. Futures, western 
standard 3s, can be bought at 85c f. 0. b. factory, at 
which figures there is some business, but no real 
activity. Reports on the New York market note a 
firm feeling on 1907 packing, the views of the ma- 
jority being that 82%4c f. o. b. is about the lowest

Corn— 

Spot corn, while said to be gaining friends, is 
nevertheless quiet here at present. It is true that 
corn is better thought of than previous to the Buffalo 
convention, where the canners got together and talked 
matters over, some leaving there with rather bullish 
ideas, but the week under review has been slow, al- 
though this does not mean that there were no transac- 
tions at all in the spot article. Western standard spot 
can be bought at 47'%4c, delivered Chicago. This fig- 
ure is rock bottom. From 47%c on up to 6oc is 
asked, and a well posted broker in this market says 
the facf that there is such a range in prices is due 
as much to the ideas of the holder as to the quality 
of the goods. From the range we have quoted, it will 
be seen that there is considerable difference of opin- 
ion among packers on the question of what corn is 
worth, and also on what it is likely to be worth. We 
can learn of nothing being done in western future 
corn. New York state reports that there is more 
or less daily business in spot corn and a large amount 
of business on future Maine style southern packing 
at 55c f. o. b. 

Peas— 

Transactions in peas have been quiet here this 
week.- Packers in the west are all pretty well sold 
up on futures and about as good as cleaned out on 
old peas, hence the market is quiet from lack of offer- 
ings. Reports on the New York market note con- 
tinued interest in cheap peas, but the same can be 
«said of this and all other large markets. Reports 
from Baltimore note that very small stocks of peas 
remain there. Futures peas are being offered in Bal- 
timore, prices as follows, f. 0. b.: No. 2 seconds early 
June, 7oc per dozen; No. 2 standard early June, 80c 
per dozen; No. 2 extra early June, 85c per dozen; 
No. 2 fine sifted early June, $1.10 per dozen; No. 2 
extra fine sifted early June, $1.40 per dozen; No. 2 
petit pois early June, $1.60 per dozen. 

Fruits— 

Stocks of all canned fruits are. exceedingly small 
now. The situation could hardly be firmer so far 
as supplies in first hands are concerned, as the can- 
ners’ stocks, of all descriptions, are badly broken, 
while the demand for consumption is reported good.

Asparagus— i ° 
It is stated now that California canners probably 


will not name opening figures on asparagus until some 
time in April. They wish to know more definitely 
about how big the pack is going to be before putting 
out any quotations. The sales subject to approval of 
prices have been large. It would amount simply to 
ouesswork for anyone to state what figures the pack- 
ers are likely to name, as nothing more is known than 
that they will be higher by a considerable percentage 


than last year’s opening. 


String Beans 

The string bean market is in very strong shape, as 
spot stocks, as we have stated in previous issues, are 
very much reduced; in fact, the situation closely ap- 
proaches a complete clean-up. Baltimore reports 
practically everything sold out, with some small lots 
of No. 2 standard green string beans quoted at 70c 
per doz., No. 3s at 80c, No. 10s at $3.25, f. o. b. That 
market also notes that some orders are being taken 
for 1907 packing string beans, but the prices are to 
be had only upon application. 


Oysters 

The cove oyster market remains firm, the follow- 
ing prices ruling, f. o. b. Baltimore: No. 1 extra 
lunch, $1.20; No. I 5-0z. standards, g2¥%ac; No. 2 10- 
oz. standards, $1.80; No. 1 5-oz. standards, tall cans, 
g5c; No. 2 10-0z. standards, tall cans, $1.90; No. 1 
4-0z. cove, 85c; No. 2 8-oz. cove, $1.60; No. 1 light 
weights, 50c; No. 2 light weights, 85c. 


Lobsters— 

Predictions are being made that the 1907 lobster 
pack will show a shortage. The supply of fresh lob- 
sters is light and this is expected to affect the output 
of the canned article. Packers did a large business 
at the opening. The general expectation is that de- 
liveries on contracts will be about 75 to 80 per cent. 


Sardimes-- 

The advanced prices on domestic sardines which 
took effect last Friday are: $3.20 for Continental 
and $3.15 for other key-opening quarter oils, and $3.00 
for drawn cans without key; $2.55 for keyless three- 
quarter mustards, 50 cans to the case, and $2.45 for 
48 to the case, all f. o. b. Eastport. Stocks in pack- 
ers’ hands are now very small indeed. 


Salmon— 

The salmon market is attracting more attention. 
Price on all grades are very firm, owing to the scarc- 
ity, which is so pronounced as to occasion universal 
comment—and the existing stocks have to supply the 
demand for the next several months, or until 1907 
packing is available. The supply of spot red Alaska 


salmon is exceedingly low, and this grade of fish very 
firm. Other grades are closely cleaned up. An inter- 
esting summary of the salmon situation is contained 
in our interview with Mr. Durney of the Griffith- 
Durney Co. of San Francisco, printed on another 


page. 
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The trade have been much interested all week in 
the reports from the Pacific coast concerning the 
damage to the apricot crop, and also, though in a 
lesser degree, in the probability of injury to the peach 
crop on the coast. Apricots appear beyond any ques- 
ttion to have been seriously injured, but there is not 
so much certainty concerning peaches. General con- 
ditions in the dried fruit market are, of course, ex- 
tremely firm, as the supplies are exceptionally small 
for this time of year, and it will be some time before 
there can be obtained a re-supply. A consumptive 
demand of several months must be met with stocks 
that are extremely limited. Estimates relative to the 
quantities of apricots and peaches left in California 
vary, but it is judged that there are about 200 tons 
of the former, and not to exceed 1,000 tons of the 
latter. This amounts hardly to anything for this time 
of the year. 








Prunes— 

Prunes are in very small supply here on a strong 
market. We repeat quotations of last week as follows: 
40-50s in 50-lb. boxes, 67@c to 7c; 50-60s, 5%4c; 60- 
70s, 434c; 70-80s, 41%4c to 4%c; 80-gos, 334c to 4c; 
go-100s, 3%4c. 

Raisins— 

Raisins are firm. Demand while small is steady. 
The lightness of stocks causes the firm feeling pre- 
vailing. Raisins on the spot are quoted as follows: 
2-crown, 8'%4c; 3-crown, 9c; 4-crown, 9%c; fancy 
seeded raisins, 1-lb, packages, 10%4c to 10%c; choice 
seeded in 1-lb. packages, 934 to roc. Packers on the 
coast are practically cleaned out so far as raisins are 
concerned. The tendency is toward further advances. 
Apricots— 

While spot Chicago stocks of cured apricots amount 
to very little, quotations ruling being as follows: 
Standard, 16%c; choice, 17% to 171%4c; extra choice, 
18c; fancy, 19c¢ to 20¢. 


Peaches— 

The peach market appears hardly as firm as was 
recently the case. Prices in the Chicago market are: 
Choice, 1134c to 12c in 50-lb. boxes; fancy, 12%c in 
50-lb boxes; extra fancy, 13c in 25-lb. boxes. 


Apples— 

Spot Chicago quotations on evaporated apples are 
as follows: Prime, 7c; choice, 7%4c to 734c; fancy, 
8c to 834c. The market is quiet and the tendency 
somewhat easier.

Eprtor CANNER: We have experienced quite a change in 
the weather. during the past week, and spring seems to have 
set in. Farmers are consequently getting very busy, and will 
soon make up for lost time in planting. Some damage is 
reported from tidewater, Virginia, as having’ occurred to 
the vegetable crops, first of all from frost, and then from 
floods. This section of Virginia is a great feeder for the 
Baltimore packers, and it would be a serious matter to them 
if the pea crop is damaged to any great extent. 

Baltimore packers ought to get some good work in on peas 
this year, as the stocks all over the country are pretty well 
exhausted and naturally there will be a good demand for 
new packing at fair prices. Some business is being done here 
on future peas, but there are not many packers who have 
nerve enough to enter orders for this line, not being able to 
contract for their raw material. The jobbers seem to be 
willing to pay on the basis of 80c for standard Junes, but 
even on this basis our packers could easily be caught if the 
crop should be anyway short and prices for raw material 
rule high. 

The weakening in the spot tomato market that was ap- 
parent under the surface last week has now developed to 
the extent that it is easy to buy No. 3 standards at goc f. o. 
b., but at the same time the business that has been placed 
has been of a greater volume than what was transacted at 
g2%c and gsc. The goc price seems to have practically met 
jobbers’ ideas for the time being, and they do not seem to 
ebe afraid to take hold. I do not believe therefore that there 
will be any further decline, but am rather of opinion that 
the market will stiffen up again, as the weaker holders get 
sold out. 

The demand for spot corn still keeps up, and in fact has 
increased during the past week. Wide awake jobbers are 
still taking in some of the cheap lots of Maine style and are 
anticipating their wants for the fall. With good Maine style 
corn selling for quick shipment at not over 50c per dozen, it 
looks like a fair deal for the jobber to take in his fall require- 
ments now, if he has the warehouse room and the money to 
spare, in preference to placing his order for future delivery 
at 60c per dozen, and taking his chances of the season. As 
already stated’some jobbers are already doing this, and this 
heavy drawing on spot stocks will shortly have an effect on 
the market prices, and an advance may take place at any 
moment. 

String beans are being eagerly sought after, and it looks 
as though there will not be a case of these goods in stock 
in Baltimore for about a month or six weeks before the new 
season opens. This will cause a heavy demand for early 
shipment out of the new pack, and in all probability a 
strong market will be the result of this demand for quick 
shipment of the canned article. Numerous orders are being 
placed for futures at 52'%c to 55c¢ for No. 2, and $2.10 to 
$2.20 for 10s. These prices would seem almost to be in 
jobber’s favor in view of the fact of the bare market, and 
the high price of raw beans the first half of last packing 
season. 

There is no change to report in the future tomato market. 
The Baltimore packers are still asking 60c to 62%4c for No. 2 
standards, and 82'%c to 85c for No. 3, and show no inclination 
to shade these figures. Country packers will sell at 61c for 
No. 2 and 81c for No, 3, o. b. country points. There is 
quite a demand for future No. 1%4 tomatoes at about 52%c, 
f. o. b. This size can seems to be becoming more popular 
each year. 

Packers and growers are getting together and making their 
contracts on the’ basis. of. $8.50 per ton, as a general thing, 
although in some sections where the competition amongst 
packers is keen $9.00 is being paid. This condition alone 
will make quite a difference in the cost of the tomatoes in 
1907, as compared with 1906 and 1905. 

The demand for assorted cars was quite good during 
the last week, and came chiefly from the south and south- 
west. This indicates that the jobbers’ stocks of nearly all 
lines are pretty well cleaned up. There is also a better 
inquiry for some lines from the west, and this will doubtless 
continue as orders will be placed now for shipments at 
opening of lake and rail navigation, which should take place 





in about three weeks time. Our packers therefore who have 
any stocks of goods left on hand may expect active business 
between now and new season. 

There was quite a spurt in the demand for small fruits 
and it develops that the stocks of strawberries are practically 
cleaned up, and that gooseberries are by no means heave 
It has also proved that blackberries are not as plentify| as 
some people thought they were, and whilst to-day‘s market jg 
6oc, it is not at all unlikely that we shall see this line of 
goods selling at 62'%4c to 65c before the middle of April. 

The whole line of Baltimore goods just at this time seems 
to be in a strong position. 


Portland, Me., March 18, 1907. 


Eprror CANNER: Business in the canned goods market for 
the past week has been exceedingly dull, both as to spot 
sales and contracts for futures. While the pack of 1907 has 
been largely sold, it is well known that many buyers haye 
yet to purchase. Waitirig for later prices will do no good to 
anyone. The margin of profit has been reduced to a mini- 
mum, and, if no more contracts are booked, it will be no 
more acreage. Perhaps this will be just as well, for a little 
shortage would be a good tonic. While a fair sale of spot 
corn can be noted. it is only on the strictly fancy grades, 
This quality is bringing full price every time, but bargains in 
standards are neglected. 

No sales of gallon apples can be reported. Fresh fruit js 
still abundant and the exports large. As a consequence, the 
evaporated apple trade is quiet. There is a demand for 
standard peas but none offered. The spot offerings of 
squash, and pumpkin are few; in fact, the former is out of 
the market, futures being 75 to go. 

The clam beds are now comparatively free from ice, and 
before long packing will begin. Every case will be called 
for, and more. 

The great shortage of cars and motive power has caused 
much trouble East and is a prime factor in the present stag- 
nation. It was folly to buy goods, pay for them and have 
the cars side-tracked between the Atlantic and Pacific. 

American sardines took an upward turn on the 15th inst. 
Stocks are light.

Seattle, Wash., March 13, 1907. 

Epitor CANNER: According to a compilation made by the 
Pacific Fisherman, a trade journal devoted to the salmon 
industry, from individual reports returned by the various sal- 
man packers of the Pacific coast, the total Pacific coast pack 
of canned salmon for the year 1906 was 3,817,316 cases. This 
is the first authentic attempt that has been made to get com- 
plete statistics on the 1906 salmon pack, and, as the returns 
are directly from the cannerymen, it can well be considered 
that the totals are very nearly correct. According to these 
statistics, the total salmon pack for Alaska was 2,227,064 
cases, which was a trifle larger than that of last year. The 
pack of red salmon was also a good sized one, comprising a 
larger proportion of the aggregate pack than usual. The pack 
of reds was 1,487,364 cases. The pack of pink salmon fell 
away from previous years and only totalled 593,403 cases. 
The pack of medium reds, or fall salmon, was 107,384 cases, 
and the pack of kings, 39,046. 

The total pack in British Columbia shows up well, despite 
the fact that the run of sockeyes on the Fraser river was 
a poor one, because this deficiency was made up for by the 
larger run of sockeyes in Northern British Columbia, at 
Rivers’ Inlet and on the Skeena river. The total British 
Columbia pack was 629,460 cases. The sockeye pack made 
up the bulk of this, although less than one-half of the total 
number of sockeyes were packed by the big Frazer river can- 
neries. The total British Columbia sockeye pack was 459,679 
cases. Medium reds were packed in good quantities owing to 
a good run of fall salmon, the total pack being 69,132 cases. 
68,305 cases of pinks were packed, and also 32,046 cases of 
spring salmon.

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had not a good run of fall salmon filled the packers’ cans 
at the tail end of the season. The total pack was 440,710 
cases. This was an off-year for sockeyes and the pack of this 
grade, which usually helps to make Puget Sound famous, 
only amounted to 183,241 cases. The pack of medium reds, 
the fall salmon, was 103,248 cases. The pack of pinks was 
155,221 cases. There were no spring salmon packed on Puget 
Sound as all of those taken were bought for the cold storage 
plants. 

The pack on the Columbia river this year was a good aver- 
age one. The run of Columbia river Chinooks was about as 
large as the cannerymen anticipated, and the total pack of 
this grade amounted to 302,098 cases. There was also a pack 
of 41,743 cases of fall salmon and 16,288 pinks, making a total 
pack for the Columbia river of 360,129 cases. 

The total pack of the canneries located at the mouth of 
coast rivers in Washington and Oregon was 159,953 cases, 
divided as follows: Chinooks, 45,417 cases; medium-reds, 
86,859 cases; pinks 27,677 cases.

Epiror CANNER: Receipts up to the present writing for 
Singapore pineapple are one-third of the entire shipment 
from Singapore for the year 1906. We attribute this largely 
to the reasonable price and exceptionally good quality of fruit 
that has come forward so far. 

We are awaiting the arrival of the “Afghan Prince” and 
expect it here in a few days with quite a cargo of pineapple 
for future orders.

Epitor CANNER: The market for future tomatoes has been 
slightly unsettled on reports of a shade of weakness in 
packing circles. Here and there sales of 2s and 3s have been 
made at concessions of 1%c from quotations, 82%c for 3s 
and 62%c for 2s. A sale of 2,000 cases of 2s was reported 
at 61c and 81c for 3s was reported by one broker. The same 
broker has offered other lots on the same basis. These offer- 


ings while not exactly freely made have yet been enough to 


have amounted to considerable in the course of the week. 
Most of the larger packers in the south are still asking 82%4c 
f. o. b. factory on 3s and refuse to concede anything. Some 
inquiry has developed for future gallons and sales at $2.45 
to $2.50 f. o. b. factory have been reported. In spot tomatoes 
there is a quiet interest and the tone is less firm at 95c 
delivered for 3s. Sales between jobbers in a small way are 
noted at 92%c delivered for full standard 3s. A little move- 
ment is reported among jobbers, but the market is quiet 
from first hands. 

The corn situation has improved a shade and low grades 
are less freely offered at 50c per dozen delivered. Some 
inquiry is reported for good state packing at that figure. 
State futures are not active and buying is chiefly in small lots. 
Little interest is shown in western corn. Other grades are 
unchanged, though possibly a shade additional interest is 
shown in Maine stock of all grades. 

Peas are moving fairly well at quotations. Not much 
interest beyond satisfying the ordinary run of trade is report- 
ed. Sales are made in a small way only, chiefly because of 
the fact that holders insist upon full prices and buyers are 
a bit uneasy about paying the bill. Unquestionably they will 
have to pay the outside figure eventually. Stock is so scarce 
there will be no other way out of it. Future trading is light, 
no sales having been reported of late. Nearly all packers 
are sold up to their limit and refuse to accept further orders. 

Spinach is scarce and wanted. Nearly all holders insist 
upon full prices and in substantially all cases they ask outside 
figures for the stock offered. 

An active demand is reported for new pack rhubarb with 
offerings quoted by Jersey packers at 75c for 3s and $1.75 
for gallons, f. 0. b. factory. Stock is comparatively scarce 
and business is limited to actual requirements. 

California cherries are scarce and a good deal of inquiry 
from jobbers for standards and extra standards is noted. 
The supply is gradually disappearing under the onslaughts 
of buyers. 

Gallon apples are firm and sales are made in small quan- 
tities only. All holders are firm in their views and refuse 
to make concessions even to obtain additional business. 

Sardines have been advanced another toc a case, the in- 
crease taking effect March 15. All the unsold balance in 
the hands of packers and their agents are affected. A good 
deal of business has been booked by jobbers in anticipation of 


this advance and most packers claim they are out of the 
market for lack of stock. No prices have been named on 
1907 pack. It is said that a movement is on foot to delay 
operations until July 1, but it is whispered that not all packers 
have yet subscribed to the agreement. 

Salmon is firmly held and the jobbing demand is increas. 
ing. It is about the season when the regular increase in de. 
mand begins and sales naturally improve under such circum. 
stances. Red Alaska is held up to $1.10 here, though here 
and there a seller can be found who will dispose of his stock 
for $1.07%. Other grades are unchanged, with sales limited 
to relatively small quantities, though inquiry increases daily, 

Harem, 
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New York, March 18, 1907. 

Eprror Canner: A little easiness has developed in spot 
currants and sales are being made at 7%c for fine Amalias 
uncleaned in barrels. Offerings at 7%4c are freely made, with 
sales reported at this figure in several quarters. In cartons 
the tone is easier and it is impossible to shade inside quota- 
tions in several instances. The Eugenia is reported nearby 
with 1,500 barrels for importers here. Greek cables report 
the market easy for prompt shipment, but on delayed deliy- 
eries it 1S easy. 

Raisins are firmly held under small stocks both here and at 
primary points. Spots seeded in 1-lb. cartons, fancy grade, 
are difficult to obtain under 11c and some holders quote 11% 
on fancy coast pack. The tendency of the market is steadily 
upward and with a shortage of stock holders are reluctant 
to release goods. Loose raisins are scarce and quotations 
are wholly nominal. Malaga loose are more firmly held with 
moderate stocks. Similar conditions exist in Sultanas and 
Valencia layers. Buyers take only what are absolutely nec- 
essary to carry their business along from day to day. But the 
anticipated reduction in prices will not come. The stock, 
as a whole, is too small. 

Prunes are easier on 50-90s inclusive with some pressure 
on the part of holders to sell to save cold storage charges 
when the season for putting stock inside arrives. For 40-50s 
full*count Santa Clara 7c is asked in 25-pound boxes, but it is 
possible on firm offer to shade this figure. One sale of 200 
boxes off count stock was reported at 6%c. For 40-50s in 
25-pound boxes. The coast market, according to telegrams, 
is steady, with sellers refusing 234c four-size bag basis f. o. b. 
for 40-50s for prompt shipment. 

Spot peaches are steady, but there is an easy feeling on 
the coast and the same situation prevails in the Chicago 
market. Not much business is being done here. 

Apricots are very firm and the market tends upward on 
fancy and extra fancy grades. Sellers are reluctant to part 
with their goods, while buyers do not want to take any more 
than are required for their ordinary routine trade. 

On evaporated fruits the market is weak and somewhat 
dull. Stocks are liberal and buyers are disinclined to take 
hold at the terms asked for prime state apples. Strictly 
prime is sold in a small way at 7%4c, but 7c will buy ordinary 
prime on firm offerings. The proposed amendment to the law 
defining moisture in prime evaporated apples is attracting 
considerable attention here. The amendment would prohibit 
the resale of goods containing above the legal proportion of 
water. Small fruits are scarce and prices are firm.

’ Association, which was organized at Buffalo, 

N. Y., last month to succeed the National Associa- 

tion of Packers of Pure Canned Foods, formed at Co- 

jumbus, Ohio, two years ago, met in Chicago at the 

Auditorium Annex on Tuesday afternoon, It was 

an executive session called for the purpose of dis- 

cussing a general plan of action, and nothing further 
than that was done. 

The meeting was attended by President Geo. G. 
Bailey, Rome, N. Y.; Vice-President Charles S. 
Crary. Hoopeston, Ill.; Secretary Frank E. Gorrell, 
Bel Air, Md., and W. R. Roach, of Hart, Mich., and 
John S. Hughes, of Minneapolis, members of the ex- 
ecutive committee. 

A meeting will be held in this city probably in May, 
to be participated in by the presidents of the different 
organizations in and allied with the canning industry, 
for the purpose of selecting the place for holding the 
national convention of 1908. A number of persons 
have expressed the opinion that the exhibitors ought to 
have more time in which to make their preparations, 
and it is with the idea of acceding to this pretty general 
wish that it is proposed to invite the executives of the 
different organizations to meet with the officers of the 
National Canners’ association to consider the advan- 
tages of the several cities in the field for the honor of 
entertaining the canners and supply men next February.

Growers Desire Apple Quality Improved. 


Dispatches from Rochester, N. Y., say that a spe- 
cial meeting of the Western New York Evaporated 
Fruit Growers’ association was held there March 6, 
and that the evaporated fruit bill pending in the legis- 
lature was considered. Discussion developed that the 
members of the association have always understood 
that the present law was equally binding on both the 
producers and dealers as to the quality of the fruit, 
and that they believed the law was enacted for the 
purpose of requiring producers to make a better 
quality of fruit and to prevent dealers from handling 
evaporated fruit that was too moist to ship into warm 
climates or to handle in warm weather. 

The members of the association present were unan- 
imous in favoring any legal enactment that will cause 
producers and dealers alike so to improve the grade 
of their product, as one man put it, “that it may com- 
mand the respect of the world.” The supply of evap- 
orated fruit possible to produce in western New York, 
he pointed out, was practically unlimited, and if pro- 
ducers and dealers would act as a unit in striving to 
make the quality acceptable to consumers the world 
around, the market would also be without limit. 

After the members had given their views at length, 
Prof. E. Curtis, of Sodus, who is known as the 
pioneer in the evaporated apple industry in western 
New York, introduced the following resolution: 

“Whereas, the legislature, at the request of the Evaporated 
Fruit Producers’ Association, has proposed a law making, 
as we understand it, dealers and producers equally liable 
for selling or exposing for sale evaporated apples other than 
standard evaporated apples. 

“Resolved, That the Western New York Evaporated Fruit 
Growers’ Association most heartily favors any law that will

*“*Candy,”’ Not ‘‘Canners,’’ Was Meant. 


The Minneapolis Commercial Bulletin, a trade jour- 
nal which usually is very accurate in its statements, 
committed an error when it stated in a recent issue 
that a committee of Minnesota canners had appeared 
before a committee of the legislature in the endeavor 
to secure an amendment to the food laws of that state 
that would permit them to use coal tar dyes as color- 
ing matter. It was the candy manufacturing inter- 
ests that favored such an amendment, and the Com- 
mercial Bulletin promptly explained the mistake, 
which made it appear that the canned goods packers 
of Minnesota were representing that unless they were 
allowed to use coal tar dyes as coloring matter in 
their goods, they would be handicapped in their com- 
petition with packers in other states. In this connec- 
tion we have the following letter from Edward K. 
Slater, Minnesota State Dairy and Food Commis- 
sioner :

Gentlemen: | am in receipt of a communication from Mr. 
J. S. Hughes, secretary of the Minnesota Canners’ Associa- 
tion, in which he states that you have a misunderstanding 
about the hearing which took place before the Pure Food 
Committee in our State Senate. I cannot understand how 
this repott gained circulation. It was the representatives of 
the National Confectioners’ Association who appeared asking 
for a repeal of our law prohibiting coal-tar dye in food 
stuffs.

Illinois Canned Goods Dating Bill. 


Following is the text of a bill introduced by Rep- 
resentative Thomas J. McNally of Chicago, requir- 
ing that canned and bottled goods sold or offered for 
sale in this state shall bear on the label the date when 
packed : 

A BILL 

For an act to regulate and control 
articles of food. 

Section 1. Be is enacted by the people of the State of 
Illinois, represented in the General Assembly: That no per- 
son, firm, company or corporation shall sell, offer or expose 


the sale of certain 
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for sale in any sealed glasses, cans, bottles or packa 


m ee . ges, any 
article of food consisting of fish, meat, fruit or vegetabes 
, 


unless there shal! be placed or stamped on the outside of 
said glass, can, bottle or package, in plain letters of not 
less than two-line pica type in size, the true date of the 
packing and sealing of such glass, can, bottle or package, and 
the name of the article contained therein. 
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Section _Whoever shail violate any of the provisions 
of the foregoing section shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor and upon conviction thereof shall be fined not less 
than five ($5) dollars nor more than fifty ($50) dollars for 
each and every offense. ; 

The above is known as House Bill 447, and is very 
similar to canned goods dating bills which from time 
to time in the last several years have been introduced 
in the legislatures of other states. Canners are 
aware how dating would affect their business and 


should therefore take immediate steps to protest 
against the passage of the McNally bill. Represen- 


tative McNally has stated his intention to call up the 
bill before the committee on manufactures some time 
this week, and all interests desiring the defeat of 
the measure should take prompt action. 





Jos. Durmey on Canned Salmon and Fruit 
Outlook. 


Joseph Durney of the Griffith-Durney Co., San 
Francisco, who spent several days last week among 
the Chicago grocery jobbing trade before leaving for 
New York, doesn’t regard the prospect for the com- 
ing California fruit crop as bright. “Since I have 
been here in Chicago,” said Mr. Durney, “I have re- 
ceived word that the rains have done a great deal 
of damage. I have felt for some time that too much 
rain was falling for the good of the crop, and the 
outlook at present is discouraging, to say the least.” 

Asked regarding opening prices on the 1907 pack 
of canned fruits in California, Mr. Durney said: 
“Apricots, you know, opened high last year, so I am 
not so certain about this variety, but there is every 
reason to expect that opening quotations on other 
varieties, including peaches, will be above the initial 
prices of 1906. A great deal of course depends upon 
the crop, and at present I must say that conditions 
are not cheering.” 

“Not only is the United States, outside of the Kan- 
sas City section, lightly stocked on fruits but the 
market in Great Britain is closely cleaned up. Ow- 
ing to the high prices of apricots last year, exports 
to the United Kingdom were very light, total ship- 
ments for 1906 being 265,000 cases, against normal 
shipments of between 600,000 and 700,000 cases. 
Owing to the continuous wet weather, and also ow-

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ing to the fact that the old orchards which formerly 
produced the finest peaches are more or less affected 
with the blight or peach rot or some other disease, it 
is going to be impossible for the combined canners of 
California to supply the trade with the extras or ex- 
tra standard fruits they will want. They will not be 
able to pack 60 per cent of the extras needed. Not 
only will it be impossible to get the fruit, but we face 
a shortage of labor in California such as we have 
never experienced before.” , 

Concerning salmon, Mr. Durney said: 

“Stocks of salmon all over the United States in 
jobbers’ hands are lighter than they have been for 
years. The consumption has been extremely heavy, 
especially on Alaska red. The stocks on the coast 
are closely concentrated and in very firm hands. The 
annual statements of all the Alaska packers prove 
the truth of what I stated a year ago, namely, that 
Alaska red salmon costs 95c per dozen to pack. As 
all the materials which enter into the manufacture of 
canned salmon have advanced, I can state positively 
that it will cost at least 40c, and in some instances 
60c, per case more to pack Alaska red salmon this 
year than it did last. Consequently, if Alaska red 
is sold at $1.05 this coming season there will be no 
profit in the business for any canners. It is too soon 
to state what the prices will be, but it is likely they 
will be $1.10. 

“When you consider that since the fire we have had 
the best times ever known, and that salmon is about 
the only item in the entire line that is not profitable 
to the manufacturer, it is evident that the goods have 
been sold for the last few years on a fictitious basis. 
The Columbia River cannot possibly pack 60 per cent 
of the Chinooks that have been marketed and, owing 
to the high price of fresh fish, the probabilities are 
that the opening price of Chinooks will be on a basis 
of $1.60 for talls and $1.75 for flats. It is almost 
positive that sockeyes will open on a basis of $1.50 
for talls. This is one of the off years, and even though 
the fish should run, they cannot be handled, as the 
packers are only equipping for a small pack.”

Big Canned Goods Consumption in the South, 


Thomas A. Scott of the well-known Chisholm-Scott 
Co., writes THe CANNER that he has just returned 
from a three weeks’ trip into Louisiana, Arkansas 
and Texas, and that while in that section he inquired 
quite thoroughly into the situation on canned goods, 
especially that pertaining to peas. Mr. Scott states 
that there is undoubtedly quite an increase in the con- 
sumption of peas, and thinks that the coming years 
will undoubtedly see a large increase in the consump- 
tion of canned goods in the South. 

He states that he was quite agreeably surprised to 
find, instead of what he expected, namely, that every- 
one in the South had a large garden patch in which 
he was raising green goods the greater part of the 
year, that in the small towns there was not nearly 
the number of gardens and vegetables raised as in 
the Northern small towns. 

In the private families which he had the pleasure 
of visiting there was not a day that they did not use 
some one of the three staple canned goods articles, 
Mr. Scott states that the cotton growers throughout 
the South, especially in Arkansas, depend entirely 
upon pork and canned goods. : 





Adulterated Food in Massachusetts. 


The monthly bulletin of the Massachusetts State 
3oard of Health states that during January the chief 
articles found adulterated were flavoring extracts, 4; 
maple syrup, 11; Hamburg steak, 3; mincemeat, 3; 
drugs, 37; and diabetic flour, jams and preserves, 
maple sugar, pickles, spices and table sauce, 1 each. 
Milk was examined by 210 samples and 118 were 
found to be below standard. Out of 309 samples of 
foods and drugs taken, 245 were found to be of good 
quality and 64 below the standard.

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Percentage of Moisture in Evaporated Apples. 

Apple handlers are interested in the proposed 
amendment to the New York state law relating to 
the percentage of moisture in evaporated apples. The 
proposed amendment, which is being urged in the 
present session of the state legislature by the New 
York Grange, provides as follows: 

“No person shall buy for resale, sell, expose, or 
offer for sale as and for evaporated apples, any evap- 
orated apples intended to be used as food or for con- 
sumption by any person, other than standard evap- 
orated apples.” The standard fixed by the law of 
April 26, 1904, makes the legal standard and evap- 
orated apple containing not more than 27 per cent of 
water or fluid as determined by drying for four hours 
at the temperature of boiling water. 

The amendment to the law as proposed will, if se- 
cured, prevent the resale of any stock below the es- 
tablished standard. Local dealers and buyers will 
give the amendment support and indorsement, as the 
resale provision will tend to prevent the shipping into 
this market of fruit containing excessive moisture. 
Dealers report that the excessive moisture in apples 
of late years has been the cause of a good deal of 
spoiling in consignment destined for export.

California Future and Spot Tomatoes. 

Some inquiry is developing on future California 
tomatoes, says the “Fruit Grower,’ and quotations 
range from 75c to 80c. Business has been done at 
75c, and probably could be done at 77%c. Packers, 
who are for the most part not anxious sellers for the 
moment, rather incline towards the 80c price where 
they have any views at all. The spot tomato situa- 
tion here, which is practically entirely in second hands, 
ranges from 9oc to $1.00, averaging around 92%c 
for the moment, with indications pointing toward the 
top figure. Future canned fruits are being discussed 
earlier than usual, consequent on the bare condition 
of markets and the exceedingly small supplies in 
packers’ hands. Canners look for good active mar- 
kets at full values this season.

Connecticut’s Peach Crop Ruined. 


Connecticut’s peach crop, amounting on an aver- 
age to $1,000,000 a year, will not amount to anything 
this year, according to J. H. Hales, of Glastonbury, 
the best known gtower in the state. The whole crop 
is dead, as far as any marketing of it is concerned, 

Hundreds of buds have been examined by Mr. Hale 
and every one was dead, satisfying him that his crop 
was ruined.” 

The crop in the Glastonbury orchards in Seymour 
is about as badly off. Amost all the buds are dead, 
but with a few varieties 34 of I per cent, perhaps as 
high as 2 per cent, of the buds will live. 

A few peaches only may be expected in Windham 
county and a few in Fairfield, but Connecticut is out 
of the list of peach producing states this year. “And 
it’s no newspaper yarn either,” added Mr. Hale, in 
talking about the situation.”—Hartford Courant. 





Are Pitted Prunes Improvement? 


Some diversity of opinion exists among jobbers as 
to the availability of pitted prunes as an acceptable 
substitute for the fruit as it has been marketed here- 
tofore with the pits in. It is feared that the process 
employed may so weaken the structure of the fruit 
that it will go to pieces under the process of stewing 
employed by the average housewife—Exchange.

Pacific Fisherman’s Annual Review. 


There has just come to our desk the Annual Review 
Number of the Pacific Fisherman, and we congratu- 
late the publishers on issuing the most complete spe- 
cial number of a journal devoted exclusively to the 
fishing industry that we have seen. It consists of 100 

ges, realing matter and advertising combined, and 
is profusely illustrated with half-tones showing inter- 
esting scenes connected with the great Pacific coast 
fishing industry. 

This number contains exhaustive statistics relative 
to the 1900 salmon pack. The grand total of Alaska 
salmon output of last year is given at 2,227,064 cases ; 
Puget Sound pack of 1906, 440,710 cases, consisting 
of 182,241 cases of sockeyes, 103,248 cases of cohoes, 
155,221 of chums ; Columbia River pack, 300,129 cases, 
302,098 being chinooks, 41,743 silver sides, and 16,200 
chums. The total of the Oregon and Washington 


coast pack was 159,953 cases, of which 45,417 cases - 


were chinooks, 86,859 silver sides, and 27,677 chums. 

Joseph Durney, of the Griffith-Durney Co., of San 
Francisco, reviews for the Pacific Fisherman in its 
annual number the principal features of the year 1906. 
He says: 

“The season of 1906 opened very auspiciously, as 
the low price of 1905 had introduced salmon to a 
large number of new markets; and while dealers 
throughout the world bought more heavily than ordi- 
narily ,at the end of 1905 their stocks were normal; 
and after a careful canvass of every principal city 
in the United States I can state positively that owing 
to the tremendous trade during 1905 and the light 
carry-over everybody was prepared for an excellent 
business in 1906. Packers: knew and jobbers under- 
stood that the 85-cent price of 1905 netted every manu- 
facturer a loss; they also knew that owing to the in- 
creased cost of material and labor, etc., that it would 
cost at least 95 cents less usual selling charges to pack 
salmon during 1906. Probably every packer, com- 
mission man and broker interested in salmon went to 
a great deal of trouble to instill into the minds of 
the wholesale trade the fact that $1.05 price could 
be looked forward to. The trade were prepared for 
this price, but unfortunately the Chicago meat scare 
affected the sale of not only meats, but of almost 
every other canned food product; and the larger 
interests were afraid to make a price of $1.05 for 
fear of curtailing consumption and repeating their 
experience of 1903. For my part I am satisfied they 
made a serious mistake, and I believe the situation 
to-day is evidence of this. That is, in so far as the 
United States is concerned, as outside of New York 
City, and possibly Boston, the market throughout the 
United Statés is in excellent shape, and sales of red 
Alaska salmon, in my twenty-five years’ experience, 
were never as large, for immediate shipment, as they 
have been during the past two months. There is not 
a city in the United States to-day but what needs 
Alaska red salmon. On the other hand, the English 
market is in bad shape; there is no doubt that the 
meat disclosures affected the British market seriously, 
as the monthly reports from Liverpool show that con- 
sumption has been very light; in fact, lighter than ever 
before known during the same months. The low 
price adopted by the leading interests had the con- 
trary effect, and instead ‘of helping really hurt the 
sale. As I have before stated, the people through- 
out the world were prepared for $1.05 price. Within 
ten days after the price of 1906 pack was announced,

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the English market declined Is. 6d. per case, equiva- 
lent to nearly 10 cents per dozen. Not understanding 
the reason for a decline like this, I cabled our English 
correspondents to ascertain the reason for this slump. 
They replied that the dealers in Great Britain were 
alarmed at the low. opening price, as they had pre- 
pared for and expécted a price at least 10 cents per 
dozen higher. Most of them were afraid that 1906 
might possibly be a repetition of 1905, and that another 
decline might possibly occur, and it was principally 
due to the low opening price that caused the English 
dealers to drop their prices in their endeavor to market 
their spot stock. 

“There have been very light shipments to Great 
Britain so far of the 1906 pack, so that before the 
1907 pack is ready to be marketed we look for that 
market to right itself. There is no doubt but what the 
3ritish public are fond of canned salmon, and it will 
be a question of but a short time, in my opinion, when 
they will forget all about the Chicago meat disclos- 
ures. I think that everybody has been doing his best 
to educate the trade in showing them that canned sal- 
mon is probably one of the cleanest canned articles 
packed. There is no doubt of its value as a food 
product, it being in the opinion of everybody the best 
article of that kind for the price put up. Even should 
not the British market take its usual supplies, 1 am 
convinced that the domestic market alone is in shape 
to take 75 per cent and possibly 85 per cent of the 
éntire pack. While the last two years have been fa 
from profitable to salmon packers in general, I be- 
lieve that we have gone through the worst, and that 
we can confidently look forward to a better market 
and to better prices than have obtained since 1903. 


Stocks of Alaska red in first hands to-day, outside of _ 
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two factors, are practically cleaned up. There are 
probably but two concerns who have any chums, and J 
am quite sure that only one packer has any pink fish 
Sockeyes are in excellent shape, stocks being closely 
cleaned up and practically concentrated in the hands 
of a few strong holders. This being one of the off 
years everybody, both packer and dealer, appreciates 
that sockeye prices will not rule any lower than they 
have during 1906.” 





Canned Meat Inspection. 


Consul General Robert J. Wynne, of London, re. 
ports that the following paragraph taken from the Gro- 
cer’s Gazette of London is being copied and generally 
circulated in the newspapers of Great Britain: 

“Following the promulgation of the new meat-in- 
spection law in the Upited States the canned-meat 
trade is, according to latest advises, rapidly increas- 
ing, and it appears likely that within a very short time 
the consumption will be as large as formerly. The 
regulations are so rigid and the packers, it would ap- 
pear, are so eager to carry them out to the letter that 
they are introducing many new ideas and methods, 
which will entirely disarm adverse criticism in the 
near future. Published figures show that the growth 
of the export trade in meats of various kinds from the 
United States during the last twelve months has been 
wonderful. 

“Apart from the new American meat inspection and 
pure food laws, which for stringency are more severe 
than any yet enacted by any other nation in the world, 
the stockyards in all the great packing centers, like 
Chicago, Omaha and Kansas City, are, we learn, 
being transformed into model cities, so that the new

Large contracts for canned beef for the 
British government are now being executed in Chi- 
cago, and an interview given by the officer recently 
detailed to be there on the spot, watching every 
process, was to the effect that he was extremely pleased 
with everything he had seen.” 





Meat Inspection Data. 


As indication of the added work put upon the Bu- 
reau of Animal Industry of the Department of Agri- 
culture by the new meat inspection law is shown in a 
report made by Secretary Wilson to Congress this 
week. During July, August and September, the three 
months preceding the time when the new law went 
into effect, the bureau made inspections of 9,683,066 
carcasses, while during the next three months, with 
the law in effect, the inspections were 13,262,576 car- 
casses. On July 1, 1906, 154 establishments were 
under inspection; On December 31 the bureau had 644 
establishments on its list. Inspections previous to 
the enactment of the new law had been primarily for 
export meats and products. Now all meats and prod- 
ucts intended for interstate commerce—whether they 
eventually enter into it or not—must be inspected. 
The added duties thus put upon the Bureau of Ani- 
mal Industry are being admirably discharged, a re- 
sult toward the accomplishment of which the hearty 
co-operation of the inspected packers very largely con- 
tributes.—National Provisioner. 





Esperanto as a Business Language. 


Consul H. L. Spahr, of Breslau, reports a movement 
in favor of making Esperanto a universal language. 
He writes: 

“All over the world trade associations, tourist clubs, 
scientific societies, and other organizations are seek- 
ing a universal language. Whenever an international 
congress is held, the need for such a language is recog- 
nized and discussed. An international committee is 
being formed, which is to select a universal auxiliary 
language subject to the following generally accepted 
limitations: It must be able to serve the needs of 
daily life, the demands of trade and commerce, and 
the purposes of science. It must be easy for people of 
average intelligence to learn. It should not be one of 
the living national languages. If the committee adopt 


a language it is almost certain to be Esperanto, 

“Esperanto is a language with few rules and no ex, 
ceptions, no irregular verbs; with a pronunciation ac- 
cent, and spelling that can be learned in one lesson, 
and with a small vocabulary, many of whose words 
learners already know or can guess; besides it is clear 
flexibie, and rather sonorous. f 

“American manufacturers and dealers should make 
use of this medium in their campaigns for trade with 
foreign countries. Chambers of commerce and trade 
organizations should give it a careful consideration, 
Exporters should study it and have their managers, 
clerks, and traveling salesmen study it. There are 
Esperanto groups in the twenty-four leading cities of 
Germany, and new ones are forming. There are in 
the world about 425 groups, besides 60 trade or gci- 
entific organizations, whose members either are all 
Esperantists, or use Esperanto when writing to a 
member in another country. Fourteen periodicals are 
printed wholly in Esperanto, seventeen partly, and 
nineteen well-known journals devote more or less 
space to Esperanto articles. In recent times eight in- 
ternational business or professional congresses have 
recommended or adopted Esperanto as the language 
to be used. 

“American exporters should not be behind, if Es- 
peranto be selected; favorable action by them will 
hasten its adoption. Indifference may give their trade 
rivals an advantage. Our manufacturers may wake 
up some day to see English, French and German sales- 
men running over the world, glibly talking Esperanto, 
wherever they go, and taking large orders. This is 
no exaggeration, for Esperanto is being taught in 
many Japanese schools, and Peru publishes an Es- 
peranto journal. In France and England the move- 
ment is especially strong. With Esperanto, in case a 
correspondent thinks the addressee will not be able 
to read his letter, he has only to put in a key in the 
addressee’s language, or refer him to the nearest Es- 
peranto group, which will translate for him free of 
charge. This key is published in many languages, and 
by its use the letter can soon be read. The key weighs 
only 5 grams (0.17 ounce).”

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Canned Goods Men Fight a 
Transportation Coacern. 


The canned-goods men of Baltimore are up in arms 
against the freight rates and methods employed to 
reach the market in the great Southwest. They as- 
sert that they are at the mercy of the New York and 
Baltimore Transportation Company, which carries all 
their canned goods to New York, whence they are re- 
shipped to Galveston, New Orleans and other Gulf of 
Mexico ports. On account of the advance in rates 
the canned-goods men are after relief. 

The principal point is this: That the Morgan and 
Mallory lines from New York to Gulf ports should 
make Baltimore a stopping point, and load freight 
here direct for the Southwest. It is proposed that 
certain steamers from New York to Galveston or New 
Orleans should come up the Chesapeake bay on their 
southern trips and load at wharves here, thus avoid- 
ing the reshipments at New York and also cutting out 
-the New York and Baltimore Transportation Com- 
pany of a large part of its business, for which, it is 
asserted, the excessive rates are charged. 

The latest advance made by the Transportation 
company has placed the rate to New York at 13 cents 
a hundred-weight in carload lots, while the railroad 
rates, according to the shippers of canned goods, have 
been placed at 14 cents, thus maintaining a cent ad- 
vance, which was the custom years ago when the 
rates were down. The Morgan and Mallory steam- 
ship lines from New York have not benefited by this 
advance, so it is said, and hence their officials are 
somewhat in sympathy with the Baltimore packers. 

Negotiations between these two dissatisfied parties 
have caused persistent rumors that the Morgan and 
Mallory lines were completing arrangements to run 


Baltimore 





their ships by way of Baltimore on southbound trips 
from New York to Galveston during the season when 
canned goods are moving heavily. The season begins 
with the last of July or the first of August every 
year, and continues for four or five months. Re- 
cently the lines between New York and Baltimore 
have been requiring the payment of full local rates 
on business exchanged with the steamship lines oper- 
ating from New York, and this has caused the Mor- 
gan and Mallory lines to take up the question actively. 

Members of the Canned Goods Exchange in Balti- 
more have taken up the subject with the New York 
steamboat lines, and plans for a new service are well 
under way. Mr. E. H. Miller, vice-president of the 
Canned Goods Exchange, who has had this subject 
under serious consideration for the last two years, has 
been the active mover of the plan in Baltimore, and 
he believes that it would benefit Baltimore interests 
to a great extent. Only to-day Mr. Miller heard from 
New York men interested in the new plan. This has 
progressed so far that negotiations for a_ suitable 
wharf for loading the New York steamships are under 
way, and should the plans go through there will be 
no obstacle to their execution on this score. 

In case there should be any hitch in this movement, 
the canned goods men of Baltimore have another 
card up their sleeve. They propose to raise the 
money and start a new stezmship line from Baltimore 
to New York, and thus force the present New York 
and Baltimore Transportation Company to give the 
shippers a different rate. 

When the latest advance in rates to 13 cents a hun- 
dred weight was made, the Mallory line protested, 
and it is understood the Morgan line did likewise. 
This protest was ignored and the new rates became 
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effective on February 11. This stirred the Balti- 
moreans to action, the result of which is already be- 
coming apparent. 

The Baltimore canned-goods men assert that the 
Pennsylvania railroad is back of the latest advance. 
They say that the New York and Baltimore Transpor- 
tation Company, after a conference with the rail lines, 
agreed to advance all rates to a basis practically dic- 
tated by the Pennsylvania railroad. As a proof of 
this, they point to the fact that every time the water 
freights went up the rail freights did likewise, so that 
they always remained a cent in advance. As Balti- 
more ships about 3.000,000 cases of canned goods dur- 
ing the season, the profit in a small advance in rates 
may be imagined. One firm here alone ships 9,000,- 
000 cans, or about 400,000 cases a year. 

Mr. Miller said to-day: “One of the great markets 
for Baltimore canned goods is the Southwest, yet we 
are at the mercy of a transportation line from Balti- 
more to New York to reach that market. As the 
rates go up arbitrarily, we are more and more cut 
out by the packers in the Middle West, who ship di- 


rectly down the Mississippi river, and whose freights 
are much less than ours. There is one thing certain 
the New York and Baltimore Transportation Com, 
pany must lower its rates, or we will find some other 
way of shipping.”—The Baltimore News.
